WASHINGTON, Feb, 29. — The 
dirigible Los Angeles completed 
her trip from France Field, Pan- 
ama, to Guacanayabo Bay at 1:05 
o'clock this afternoon, Wastern 
standard time, when she moored 
on the naval aircraft tender Pa- 
toka, a radio dispatch to the Navy 
Department said. The craft re- 
quired 26 hours and 60 minutes to 
make the trip. 

Lieutenant-Commander Cc. E. 
Roscendahl, commander of the Los 
Angeles, informed the Navy De- 
partment that he expects to take 
off from the Patoka for Lakehurst, 
N. J., the home port, at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon. He said in his 
communication expected the Los 
Angeles to arrive home tomorrow 
afternoon. 

The Los Angeles, on its way 
from the Canal Zone, passed Ne- 
gril Point, the .western end of the 
Isle of Jamaica this morning at 6 
o'clock, Eastern standard time. 
The Los Angeles left the Canal 
Zone at 10:15 a. m. yesterday on 
its 765-mile flight te Cuba. 

The Navy Department was in- 
formed that the Los Angeles, after 
taking off from France Field yes- 
terday, followed a course over the 
canal across the Isthmus of Pana- 
ma and circled over the City of 
Panama before resuming its trip. 

Across the Caribbean Sea the 
craft bucked a 30-mile trade wind 
but forced ahead steadily at an 
average speed of 34 miles an hour. 

The dirigible has made periodic 
reports to the Navy Department 
through the use.of its new type 
50-watt high-frequency radio 
transmitter, which is being given a 
severe test on the flight. 

The last report from the Los 
Angeles yesterday placed it off 
Serrana Bank, about 200 miles east 
of Ponita Gardo, Hondurts, and 
325 miles from Panama, at 10 
o'clock last night, nearly 12 
hours after its take-off, making its 
average speed up to that time 
about 27 miles an hour.

In St. Louis proper, 16.5 per 

cent of the electricity is taken by 
residence consumers, who pay 28 
per cent of the bill. Adding the 
service in St. Louis County and 
several adjacent Missouri coun- 
ties, where the presence of large 
industries cuts down the percent- 
age of domestic demand, resi- 
dence customers use 12 per cent 
of the output but pay 28 per 
cent of the bill. 
* The average rate for domestic 
current in St. Louis is 4.79 cents 
per kilowatt hour and in the 
whole territory, 4.83 cents—this 
includes free lamp renewal. 

The average rate for big in- 
dustries in St. Louis is 1.27 cents, 
and in the whole territory, 1.19 
cents, but this type of customer 
must reduce the supply from 
high tension for himself and does 
not have it delivered with regu- 
lation for constant voltage, 
which adds to the cost of distri- 
bution in other classes of ser- 
vice. 

The average. cost of production 
for the company is 8.84 mills per 
kilowatt hour, not varying great- 
ly between the water power 
plant at Keokuk dam and the 
steam plants here; average cost 
of distribution, varying consid- 
erably according to the type of 
user, is 7.66 mills per kilowatt 
hour; combined cost of produe- 
tion and distribution averages 
1.65 cents. 

In the 7.1 mill margin between 
sale price and average cost of pro- 
duction and distribution (on 760,- 
000,000 kilowatt hours last year), 
lies the income for expenses and 
profit. 

Union Electric has 133 custo- 
mers getting the low industrial 
power rate, compared with 219,- 
925 residence customers, of whom 
172,810 are within the city limits. 
Users of commercial power and 
light service number 35,836. Elev- 
en public utilities buy power from 
Union Electric, chiefly the Public 
Service Co., operating the street 
railways. St. Louis and several 
dozen smaller municipalities also 
are served. 

Capital and Profits. 

The Union Electric's capital 
structure consists of. $13,000,000 of 
preferred stock, 975,000 shares of 
no par cOmmoOn arbitrarily carried 
on the 1927 balance sheet at $19,- 
500,000; $32,201,000 of 5 per cent 
bonds, and $545,000 of real estate 
mortgage notes. 

Of the preferred stock, $9,000,- 
000 is 7 per cent and $4,000,000 is 
6 per cent, requiring $870,000 for 
dividends. Taking this amount 
from the net income of $5,214,479 
left $4,344,479 available for com- 


mon stock, of which $2,340,000 was 
paid in dividends during the year, 
the balance being passed to reserve 
and surplus. All the common 
stock, except directors’ qualifying 
Shares, is owned by the North 


of the North American Co. 
Common stock of Union Electric 
never has been listed on the mar- 
ket, having been held by § the 
North American Co. In November, 
1922, the common stock was 
changed from par vaiue of $100 to 
no par value, and in 1926 the num- 
ber of no par common shares was 
increased from 650,000 to $76,000. 
Why Rates Vary. 

Boehm made the following ¢ex- 
planation of why rates vary as be- 
tween types of customers: 
“Rates for electric service are 
based finally upon the character- 
istics of the customer served. These 
characteristics include: 1. Size of 
customer; 2. Number of hours per 
year in which service is used; 3. 
Distance from sourcé, 
“These three main’ characterist- 
ics are further subdividable ac- 
cording to whetper or not custo- 
mer provides any or all of the ap- 
paratus required for transforming 
service and rendering it available 
for use and whether or not the 
service is regulated so that volt- 
age varies only between narrow 
limits.

Objects to “Billikens.” 
To the Editor of the Post-Pispatch, 
T SEEMS strange that an institution 


as old and honorable as St. Louis Uni- 
versity should be serenely content to 
be known throughout the country by the 
farcical and ridiculous nickname of the 
“Billikens.” Many years ago a local 
Sport writer, in a spirit of facetiousness, 
applied the term to the football team.

The word itself has no significance as 
applied to the university. In fact, it 
has little significance at all. The New

“an object of worship among savages,”

der which the first university west of 
the Mississippi, an institution with 110 | 
years of service behind it, and the dis-

ASSAULTING FREE SPEECH. 

It is little wonder that the Senate was amazed to 
learn of the extent to which the assault upon free 
speech in the United States has gone. Senator Walsh 
of Montana exposed yesterday the operations of Fred 
R. Marvin, a professional promotor of Red scares, 
Marvin, whose protests that Doheny and Sinclair are 
patriots persecuted in this country by direction from 
Moscow constitute a sufficient commentary upon his 
sort of patriotism, is one of those too numerous peo- 
ple who derive their bread and butter from attacking 
the liberties of the American people. He is officially 
the head and organizer of the Key Men of America. 
This is an organization of professional patriots who 
see no peril to the country in the scalawagery of those 
who would corrupt the Government, but belabor in- 
dustriously anyone daring to lift up his voice in de- 
nunciation of the scoundrelism which has brought 
some of its more arrogant evildoers to the threshold 
of prison. 

Not even the hard-boiled Old Guard of the Senate, 
which usually sees no virtue in anything revealed 
by the progressives, was prepared for what Senator 
Walsh had to say about Marvin. The revelation that 
this self-constituted patriot is using, through friends 
in the army, the Government frank, and with this 
special privilege is slandering through the mails all 
those he dislikes, left the Senate dumbfounded. Even 
Senator Reed of Pennsylvania, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs, who is seldom on 
the side of the Montana Senator in any debate, was 
forced to admit the irregularity and illegality of 
such a practice as this. 

And who are those whom Marvin dislikes? Are 
they the people who bribe persons in high office, who 
divest the nation of its property, and not one of whom 
in six years of exposure has served a day in jail? 
Are they those who pooled their wealth and strength 
in the power lobby to defeat an inquiry in behalf of 
the people? Are they those who manipulated the 
nomination of’ Mr. Harding and let the Ohio Gang 
loose on Washington? Are they those who, like 
Chairman Humphrey of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, will tolerate upon these boards, which con- 
strue and apply the law, none but the paid servitors 
of privilege? 

Not at all.. The bellwether of the Key Men, who 
has unlocked the Federal postal service with his gold- 
en key, dislikes the people who put their country 
above either party or self. He dislikes the progres- 
sives in the Senate. A man like Senator Walsh of 
Montana, whose single-handed feat in the oil expose 
has few parallels in our history, is to him a danger- 
ous person. So are all pacifists dangerous, all out- 
spoken educators, clergymen and publicists who in- 
sist upon exercising their rights as American citi- 
zens. To Marvin, as to some of the addlepated intol- 
erants in thearmy, Jane Addams is “the most danger- 
ous woman in the country.” It is, of course, im- 
possible to reconcile the intolerance of such people 
with the free institutions of the United States. Theirs 
is a bigotry which serves to warn us what would 
happen to the country if we fell into the evil clutches 
of militarism. It is, however, possible to deny such 
agitators the advantage of a postal frank. If there 
are people, which there unfortunately are, who care 
to read and believe these fantastic estimates of some 
of our most useful citizens, and who are so unthink- 
ing as to imagine that it is either possible or desir- 
able to stop up the mouths of the American people, 
they can pay postage on such propaganda.

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TALLY SHAKSPEARE.

It was this scandal that defeated Lowden 
in the Chicdgo convention, and it is this scandal 
which makes his candidacy for the presidential nom- 
ination at Kansas City futile and absurd. 
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HARD-BOILED HUMPHREY’S REPLY. 

We quoted recently part of Gifford Pinchot’s letter 
to William E. Humphrey. In that letter Pinchot, foe 
of the Power Trust, expressed doubt that the Federal 
Trade Commission, of which Humphrey is chairman, 
would make an effective investigation of public util- 
ities. Pinchot accurately described Humphrey as “a 
bitter enemy of the Roosevelt conservation policy, an 
opponent of Federal action and a lobbyist for lum- 
bermen.” Despite his doubt of Humphrey's zeal to- 
ward such a matter as public utility investigation, 
Pinchot offered to produce testimony to show that a 
Power Trust exists. 

In reply, Humphrey says that for “the infinite re- 
lief of the country,” Pinchot should have his “keeper 
lead him to the thistle patch,” and that his “idea of 
a perfectly useless thing is to waste time on Gif. 
ford Pinchot.” Thus does a high public officer, who 
is known far and wide as a six-minute egg, drag the 
controversy to the level of a street brawl. Whereas 
Pinchot’s letter was a contribution to the art of be- 
ing frank, Humphrey’s reply is merely a piece of 
cheap abuse. He will have to say more than that 
to keep Pinchot off his neck. 

There is a new crime report out, but criminals do 
not care who writes the crime reports, so long as they 
can control the processes of justice. 
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THE INJUNCTION: A SAMPLE. 

Out of the investigation which a Senate sub-com- 
mittee has been conducting in the distressed bitu- 
minous coal regions of Pennsylvania has already 
come at least one excellent result. An injunction 
granted by a judge restraining strikers from march- 
ing, advertising in newspapers, picketing, and even 
singing church hymns has been denounced by Sen- 
ators as a Violation of constitutional rights and a 
breeder of anarchy. 

Had they been searching for a classic case of how 
this ancient device of equity has been debased, they 
could hardly have found a better one. The injunc- 
tion, as devised by Anglo-Saxon jurists and perpet- 
uated by the great common law, was a means for 
safeguarding rights and duties which were so plain 
as to be unquestionable. But upon what rights or 
duties could this Pennsylvania injunction be based? 
None, surely, unless it be those of the feudal relation 
of serf to lord. But this ig not the period of feudal- 
ism, however much some of our industrial barons 
seemingly would like to have it, and no judge would 
dare hazard such an excuse to support an injunction. 

Yet injunctions are granted which may be referred 


to no other relationship, and anybody who disregards 


jthe monied, merchant class, will displace the old 


them may be sent to jail for contempt, in violation 
of his constitutionally guaranteed right to trial by 
jury. To such a point have the clear terms of Fed- 
eral and State bills of rights been debauched by 
judges unacquainted with the history and function | 
of this creation of the ancient common law. The 
Senators who denounced the Pennsylvania injunc- 
tion have, let us hope, aided the widespreading move- | 


ment to reform the use of this juristic device. | 
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THE CASE FOR LIABILITY INSURANCE. 


A correspondent in Letters From the People takes 
us to task for advocating compulsory liability insur- 
ance for automobile drivers. “Why should automo- 
bile drivers,” he asks, “be forced to pay a tribute to 
insurance companies?” 

People responsible financially carry such insur- 
ance. Prudent people carry it. The imprudent and 
irresponsible do not. When run down by an unin- 
sured driver what recourse bas the victim? A judg- 
ment, if he gets it, is worthless. The victim may 
be the head of a family. What about the family sud- 
denly deprived of its main or sole support? 

Our correspondent is doubtless right in holding | 
that the appalling record of motor accidents would be | 
reduced if the laws designed to protect both motorists | | 
and pedestrians against incompetent or reckless driv- 
ers were rigidly enforced. They are not enforced. 
Some of them are not practicably enforceable. 

But there is one motor law universally enforced.. 
That is the registration requirement. You must have 
your state license and city license. In our opinion | 
a compulsory liability insurance law is equally en- 
forceable. If this can be done only by State insur- 
ance, which we doubt, then let us have State insur- 
ance. As a matter of practical fact, it should and 
could be optional with the automobile owner wheth- 
er he takes out liability insurance from the State or 
the private company, but he ought, in our judgment, 
to be compelled to carry. such insurance. 

The insurance companies are against this proposal. 
The used-car dealer is actively against it. The auto 
mobile clubs are against it. The manufacturers of. 
automobiles are noncommittal. | 

But justice, fairness, a decent respect for the rights | 
of others are for it, and those forces will win. They 
have already won in Massachusetts, |

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DEMOCRACY IN JAPAN. 

Last week, in the island empire of Japan, there 
were great doings. More than 9,000,000 Japanese 
males, of that category known as “the masses,” 
hitched up their street robes and cast first ballots. 
The Japanese iron puddler, the stevedore, the pick- 
and-shovel man, the lowly rickshaw puller, scratched 
at ballots along with the wealthy and well-born. The 
universal (women excepted) suffrage act of 1925 be- 
came a reality, bursting for the Japanese worker 
bonds of nonrepresentation in a caste system govern- 
ment. 

Japan remains, of course, an empire less than 
quasi-democratized. The Emperor can make war, can 
sign treaties, has other extraordinary powers that 
are independent of the upper house of the Diet, some- 
thing like the British House of Lords—or of the 
lower house, for whose four-hundred-odd seats the 
proletariat may now ballot. But the important fac- 
tor in the new suffrage is that the lower house for 
the first time takes on a truly representative com- | 
plexion. It had already grown liberal when the suf- | 


frage act was passed three years ago—it may be ex- | 
pected, with time, to leaven further the ponderous 
political loaf of the old regime Japan. 

Democratic ferment in the east slowly works its | 
way to popular government, sweeping aside the caste | 
traditions of centuries. It is true not only in Japan, | 
but in China, India, Turkey. Where the ferment is 
most marked, one finds industrialization has gone 
farthest. The flowery kingdom, once famed for its 
chrysanthemums, prints, vases, develops a new repu- 
tation for textiles, steel rails, battleships. Inevitably, 
democracy grows out of the factory. Man’s dream of 
a good life, it would seem, is bound up with the con- 
struction gf bigger and better factories. Seen on oc- 
casion as monsters, they now loom as cathedrals of | 
desperate hope. 

Japanese factory workers brought the proletariat 
the ballot. In time, inevitably, the factory owners—

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Is Unemployment Here? 


Reports From Various Parts of the Country Disclose an Unemployment 
Situation of Alarming Proportions; They Also Show That Little Is Being 


Done to Check it. 


”

OR the first time in seven years unem- 


ployment is on the front page. It is 
not there as a local situation—a Ford lay- 
off, a coal strike, a textile mill cutting its 
work-week. This is large scale unemploy- 
ment, men idle in every industrial center 
because they cannot find jobs. Wage-earn- 
ers the country over face the reverse of 
that rosy picture of “unprecedented pros- 
'perity’ at which we have gazed so long and 
so enthusiastically. 

For some time there have been warnings 
of a falling employment barometer—an 
increase in the ratio af applications* to 
placements in, the public employment 
agencies, many more applications for home- 
work permits in large industrial cities, a 
steadily mounting number of men seeking 
shelter in homes for the homeless—bad 
weather signs which few of us noted. With 
the beginning of 1928, distress signals, lo- 
cal, state and national, began to go up 
rapidly. In New York, for example, the 
Charity Organization Society, through its 
Vice president, Otto T.. Bannard, president 
of the New York Trust Co., sent out a 
general appeal fore‘“‘help in this crisis,” 
stating that it is “probably the worst we 
have had since 1921. Long lines of men 
wait here every day in the hope of finding 
work. When even the young and able-’ 
bodied are being laid off, can you imagine 
how hopeless it is for men who are ill 
or no longer young?” Gov. Smith asked 
the State Industrial Commissioner for an 
immediate report on unemployment “to 
determine whether the State of New York, 
with its large public works program can 
do something toward relief of this situa- 
tion.” And at Washington. the Jones bill, 
providing for a program of emergency pub- 
lic works, at length becomes news. It 
embodies recommendations of the Presi- 
dent’s Unemployment Conference, which 
met in 1921, under Herbert Hoover's éhair- 
manship, and which had gone unheeded 
for seven fat years.

In New York, the State Labor Depart- 
ment reports that in Detember employ- 
ment touched its lowest point for the year 
1927, and that in January approximately 
20,000 wage-earners were laid off. This 
pulls the index of employment “lower than 
it has been at any time since the trough 
of the depression in the summer of 1921.” 

The Industrial Bulletin of the depart- 
ment gives the number of workers regis- 
tered for each 100 places open as 165.4 for 
December, 1927, as compared with 137.2 
for November, 1927, and 116.3 for Decem- 
ber, 1926. 

Chicago has caught the backwash both 
from, the Ford lay-off and the soft coal] 
The city’s widely heralded build- 
ing and engineering program has brought 
an influx of men looking for jobs. At the - 
Same time, steel and tron, meat-packing 
and the clothing trades are “slowed up” 
and “freight tonnage has declined, throw- 
ing trainmen and prraeeeners out of work.” 

. 

Philadelphia and the of England com- 
munities suffer from the-.general depres- 
sion in textiles. Fall River reports a 10 
per cent wage cut in addition to a three- 
day work week. 

In St. Louis, “the increase in unemploy- 
ment is probably due to a more complicte 
stent-down in almost all types ef factorie< 


employing both skilled and unskilled work- 
ers. . .. The industries ip St. Louis are 
diversified, but we have noted that several 
of the large chemical companies producing 
patent medicines and drugs are not run- 
ning full force, manufacturing plants mak- 
ing steel railroad cars are almost shut down, 
canning factories are employing only a por- 
tion of their usual force, and the clothing 
and shoe manufacturing companies, which 
represent the largest single industry in the 
city, are producing less than last year.” 

In Buffalo, “The industrial situation as a 
whole has been bad this winter. The policy 
of retrenchment began as far back as July 
and has affected the whole economic situ- 
ation. The building trades, steel and metal 
trades, the automobile and the auto acces- 
sory manufacturers seem to have been our 
principal sufferers. ... At the same time 
our local savings’ bank deposits have in- 
creased quite remarkably. ... Personally, 
I feel this is because of the quite general 
feeling that jobs are so scarce that those 
who are employed are putting away the 
maximum amount in savings accounts in 
order to meet the possfble break in enr- 


ployment.” 
Sag THE present situation, there is little 
evidence that the country as a whole 
or that individual communities are adopt- 
ing any sort of program for the relief of 
existing unemployment or for checking its 
spread. The Survey’s question, Is the com- 
munity making any effort to alleviate the 
unemployment situation, such as a co-op- 
erative labor exchange or increased public 
work? is answered with an unqualified 
“No” by the family welfare agtncies of 
Providence, Jacksonville, Littl Rock, New 
Haven, Fall River and Portland. 

In Salt Lake City there have been “ten- 
tative group discussions but no definite 
effort made.” In St. Louis, “the Commun- 
ity Council is proposing an employment 
bureau, which will not go into operation 
in time to affect the situation this year.” 

Cleveland reports that “there have been 
no special steps taken to alleviate condi- 
tions. The general feeling along the line 
was that the opening up of the automobile 
industry would be the greatest step to re- 
duce unemployment.” Youngstown, O., in- 
creased public work “after March.” “The 
only definite effort in Kansas City is an 
attempt to induce the County Court to 
appropriate larger amounts for oytdoor re- 
lief.” In Dallas, “The city has ittreased 
public work on the streets and allowed only 
residents of the ‘city to have these jobs. 


They permit the men to work one week, « 


then .lay them off and take on another 
group.” 
. a a. 

As we read again of mass meetings and 
relief committees, of bread lines in the 
Bowery two blocks long, of evicted families 
and hungry children, we realize that we 
still have no means for measuring the de. 
gree or the extefit of unemployment. We 
do not plan our public work to dovetail 
into the slack times in private industry. 
We do not know how to locate tndustry’s 
stagnant pools and clear waters, and we 
have no way of shifting men from one to 
the other. With some 4,000,000 workers 
unwillingly idle, we ask one another dazed- 
ly, “Is unemployment here? How much is 
there? Where ia it? Why?"

| cated radio service is reliable and 
economical, Aishton told the com- 
mission. 

Means More Efficiency. 

“The greater efficiency and safer 
| handling of freight trains must 
necessarily result in a saving of 
| time and consequent reduction in 
the handling cost of the nation’s 
freight and the.improvement of 
this service, all of which is very 
clearly in the public interest,” 
Aishton declared. 

The development of train radio

| transmitters, has proceeded in the

LONDON, Feb. 29.—As a result 
of the Government report on franc 
gambling by Foreign Office of- 
ficials, the Labor party’s Executive 
Committee, after a secret wrangle 
has decided against the wishes of 
its leader, Ramsay MacDonald, to 
demand a select parliamentary 
committee, representing all parties, 
to investigate. 


They will ask for full powers 
for the committee to get at the 
bottom of the Zinovieff letter inci- 
dent which cost Labor the last 
general election, the party leaders 
say. 

It is thought unlikely that Pre- 
mier Baldwin will submit to an in- 
vestigation. Labor in the House 
of Commons will ask for a day to 
debate on the report and in this 
debate will move for the select 

| committee. 

The attitude of the Tory and 

| Liberal press is that imprudent of- 
ficials deserved their punishment, 
and that the Civil Service investi- 
gators have finally disposed of ru- 
mors that Assistant Under-Secre- 
tary Gregory was personally re- 
sponsible for issuing the Zinovieff 
letter. The Government press view 
is that the incident is closed. 

But the great majority of Labor 
members hotly declare scandals 
still undiscovered are lurking in 
the darkness and must be un- 
earthed, They point out the civil 
service investigators assumed the 
genuineness of the Zinovieff incite- 
ment to revolution which {fs gener- 
ally believed to be a forgery. They 
want to know how the Daily Mail 
got an advance copy of a Govern- 
ment document. 

They also want to know how 
Gregory, on a salary of $6000 a 
year and not known to have large 
private means, could speculate in 
$5,000,000 worth of francs and in- 
cur. losses of. $100,000. It has not 
heen suggested he did not pay his 
losses. 


The note credited to Zinovieff, 
then president of the Third Inter- 
national, was alleged to have been 
addressed to Christian Rakovsky, 
then, charge d'affaires of the Rus- 
sian Soviet Government in Lon- 
don. It contained orders to fo- 
ment the communists against the 
British Governmente It was made 
public in October, 1924, a few days 
before the general election, but 
was immediately declared a for- 
gery by Soviet officials.

AIRED against Mr. Work and 
P Mr. Whitehead in this week’s 

Radio Bridge Game, broadcast 
last night from Station KSD, were, 
two of the Soyth’s star players— 
Mr. H. A. Lorick of Atlanta, Ga., 
and Mr. F iward D. Finley of New 
Orleans. 

Mr. Whitehead, the Dealer, 
South, opened the pidding with one 
Spade on these cards: Spades, K, 
Q, 10, 9, 6; Hearts. J. 9, sy ane 
monds, Q, 8 6; Clubs, p hy 
Lorick, West, passed. is, Sot 
were: Spades, A, J, 7. 5; Hearts, 
7; Diamonds, 10, 9, 4: Clubs, Q, 
9, 7, 3, 22 Mr. Work, North, also 
passed. He held: Spades, 4, 3, 2; 
Hearts, A, 6, 5, 4; Diamonds, 7, 3, 
2: Clubs, J, 10, 4. Mr. Finley, East, 
held support fox the other three 
suits, so he doubled the Dealer's 
Spade bid informatorily. His hand 
was: Spades, 8; Hearts, K. Q, 10, 
$, 2; Diamonds, A, K, J. 5; Clubs, 
K, 8, 5. 

On the second round of bidding, 
Mr. Whitehead passed. Mr. Lorick, 
in response to his partner's double, 
bid one No Trump. Mr. Lorick 
assumed that his partner had 
doubled the Spade bid in the hope 
of a response with the other Major 
suit, Hearts. Therefore Mr. Lorick 
did not consider his. own singleton 
Treart a menace to a No Trump. 
Since he had the adverse Spades 
twice stopped, he bid No Trump in 
preference to his weak five-card 
Minor, Clubs... . 

Mr. Work ‘passed. Mr. Finley 
also passed. He construed his 
partner’s. response as indicating 
weakness in” Hearts and strength 
in Spades, and therefore concluded 
that the hand would play to better 
advantage at No Trump than with 
either of his own suits, Hearts or 
Diamonds, as trump. 

Mr. Whitehead passed. He would 
have been justified in rebidding 
bad it not been that West, by his 
No Trump bid, had shown strength 
in Spades lying over him—proba- 
bly two stoppers, the Ace and Jack, 
with one er more others. Mr. 
Whitehead also considered it futile 
to go on.in the face of his part- 
ner’s silencé, 

Mr.-Work, North, opened the 
play by leading the 4 of Spades,*the 
highest of his. three cards of his 
partner’s suitg “Mr. Finley’s hand 
became Dummy, and Declarer 
plaved from it the singleton 8 of 
Spades. Mr. Whitehead played the 
Queen of Spades, the lower of his 
two high cards in sequence, and 
Mr. Lorick false-carded the 7 to 
make’Mr. Whitehead’s reading of 
Mr, Work’s lead of the 4 more dif- 
ficult. 

Neither Mr. Whitehead nor Mr. 
Lorick could draw any certain in- 
ference from Mr. Work’s original 
lead of the 4 as to Mr. Work’s ac- 
tual Spade holding. A 4-spot might 
be led as the fourth-best card of 
the suit; as the lowest of three 
headed ‘by Ace, King, Queen or 
Jack; as the top card of three or 
two; or as a singleton. However, 
Mr. Whitehead, from the fall of 
the cards and the assumption that 
Mr. Lorick had the suit twice 
stopped, reasonably concluded that 
the 4 was Mr. Work’s highest 
Spade; and therefore that it was 
either a singleton or the top of two 
or three cards. 

Thus Mr. Whitehead, placing the 
Ace and Jack of Spades with Mr. 
Lorick, could see that two more 


leads of the suit would be necessary 


to establish it; he also realized that 
meanwhile he probably would be 
forced to play his Ace of Clubs en- 
try. But having another possible 
entry in the Queen of Diamonds, 


and no good shift, Mr. Whitehead 
continued with Spades, leading the 


9 to force the Jack. Mr, Lorick 
played the Jack; North the 3: and 
Dummy discarded the 2 of Hearts. 


Mr. Lorick at this point planned 
his play of the hand. Mr. Work’s 
plays of the 4 followed -by the 3 
of Spades, clearly showed that all 
poutstanding Spades were held by 
iMr. Whitehead, with the possible 
exception of the 2, which might re- 
main in Mr. Work’'s hand. 

One more lead of the suit would 
establish it, but after such lead, to 
enable Mr. Whitehead to bring the 
sult in, it would be necessary for 
him to get the lead. There were 
two Aces outstanding, either of 
which might serve for Mr. White- 
head’s needed entry.. 


However, Mr. Lorick was fairly 
confident that Mr. Whitehead did 
not hold both of these Aces, since, 

,had he held them, he probably 
would cither have rebid Spades or 
have doubled the No Trump bid. 
However, whichever Ace South 
held, Mr. Lorick decided he had to 
epen the Club suit as offering the 
better chance for establishment and 
better trick-taking possibilities.

As a child he 
showed positive genius in piano playing, 
and at 11 started his career as a boy 
pianist. From the first his playing baffled 
criticism and won him the plaudits of 
the whole world. Turning later to com- 
posing music, he became immortal through 
his marvelous Hungarian rhapsodies and 
other characteristic, startling original com- 
positions. 

He was engaged to Caroline, daughter of 
the Count de St. Cricq, when he was very 
young. The girl’s mother approved of the 
match. But the Count sought a loftier al- 
liance for his daughter. So Liszt was thrown 
over and Caroline was married, against 
her will, to another man.

S HE grew old his musical fame burned 


but the brighter. He earned untold 
sums of money and he spent it like water 
in relieving distress and poverty and in 
helping other musicians. Though he could 
command any price he chose for teaching 
the piano, he taught free of charge many 
poor students who could not afford to pay. 

Richard Wagner, when a struggling young 
composer, came to him for aid and re- 
ceived it lavishly. Wagner wrote at least 
a dozen letters to Liszt appealing for fi- 
nancial help and is said to have received 
money in reply to all of them. He later 
married Liszt's daughter, Cosima. 

At last old age began to affect the gen- 
ius’s spare, hardy frame. When women 
entered his drawing room he was forced 
to remain seated. He excused this seem- 
ing discourtesy by saying: 

“T cannot arise. They are putting on 
my boots for the long journey.” 

He_ started on the “long journey” July 
31, 1886. The date is significant for

Wagner had written to Liszt 30 years 
earlier:
